Dr. Frederick H, Millener, noted sci- 
entist in wireless, searched inter-stel- 
lar space from his giant receiving 
plant near Omaha, Nebraska, did not 
materialize, If there were such a 
message passing through the ether 
for the fifty millions of miles which 
separates the earth and Marg it did 
not come sufficiently close to the 
earth to be picked up by the great re- 
ceiving station which Dr, Millener'has 
established on the banks of the Platte 
River, 

For nine hours Dr. Millenér and his 
assistant, L. H. Gamor, searched 
space for the signals which Mars is 
thought to be sending earthward, 

The first half of the night the wire- 
less instruments were badly interfered 
with by static. Through the delicate 
receiving instruments came the crack- 
ing of lightning and other electric 
sounds to such an extent that no sig- 
nals anywhere could be received.

Circular Gives Full Information Re- 
garding Preparation and 
Application of Poison 

“Locust control in the prairie pro- 
vinces,” by Norman Criddle, is the 
title of a publication just issued by 
the entomological branch of the de- 
partment of agriculture at Ottawa. 
This is a timely circular in view 6f 
the possibility of a recurrence of the 
grasshopper invasion of last Fear in 
this province. 

The circular gives full information 
regarding preparation and application 
of poison baits, and the method which 
is stated to be the best in handling 
the eradication of the hopper. It fur- 
ther states that the locusts which last 
year did considerable damage are the 
native kinds known as pellucid loc- 
usts. It can be secured, free upon

Hog Grading Progress 


Provisions of Regulations Under the 
Livestock Products Act 

It is gratifying to see by the weekly 
market reports of the Dominion Live 
stock Branch that the grading of hogs 
has generally met with approval and 
acceptance, All the markets report 
a firmer tone. Perhaps it may be 
worth while here to remind farmers 
that the grades are nine in number, 
briefly as follows: Select bacon, hogs 
weighing 160 to 210 Ibs. at stock yards 
or abattolrs suitable for choice bacon 
or Wiltshire sides for export; thick 
smooth, hogs weighing 160 to 210 Ibs. 
not conforming to select bacon stand- 
ard but of smooth conformation and 
finish; shop hogs, animals weighing 
120 to 160 lbs. of smooth conformation 
and finish; heavies, hogs weighing 210 
to 260 lbs. of select bacon or thick 
smooth conformation or finish; extra 
heavies, hogs weighing over 260 Ibs. of 
smooth conformation and finish; feed- 
ers, hogs weighing 170 lbs. or under, 
any type of smooth conformation and 
finish; roughs, hogs of rough confor- 
mation, any weight; sows, all females 
that have raised one or more litters, 
and subgrade (a) those of smooth fin- 
ish and trim underline up to 350°')bs., 
all other sows; stags, 
boars that have been castfated and 
are well healed. All the weights giv- 
en are required at stockyards or abat- 
toirs, but at local shipping points, and 
at such points as may be designated
